The Papyrus of Ani, which was acquired by the Trustees of the British Musenm 
in the year 1888, is the largest, the most perfect, the best preserved, and the liest 
illuminated of all the papyri which date from the second half of the XVIllth 
dynasty (about b.c. 1500 to 1400). Its rare vignettes, and hymns, and chapters, and 
its descriptive and introductory rubrics render it of uniqne importance for the study of 
the Book of the Dead, and it takes a high place among the authoritative texts of the 
Theban version of that remarkable work. Although it contains leas than one-half of 
the chapters which are commonly assigned to that version, we may conclude that Ani’s 
exalted official position as Chancellor of the ecclesiastical revenues and endowments of 
Abydoe and Thebes would have insured a selection of such chapters as would suffice 
for his spiritual welfare in the future life. We may therefore regard the Papyrus 
of Ani as typical of the funeral book in vogue among the Theban nobles of Jiis 
time. 

The first edition of the facsimile of the papyrus was issued in 1890, and was 
accompanied by a valuable introduction by Mr. Le Page Henouf, then Keeper of the 
Department of Egyptian and Assyrian Antiquitio. But, in order to satisfy a widely 
expressed demand for a translation of the text, the present volume has been prepared 
to be issued with the second edition of the facsimile. It contains the hieroglyphic 
text of the papyrus with interlinear transliteration and word for word translation, a 
full description of the vignettes, and a running translation ; and iu the introduction 
an attempt has been made to illustrate from native Egyptian sources the religious 
views of the wonderful people who more than five thousand years ago proclaimed the 
resurrection of a spiritual body and the immortality of the soul.

The translation De Magnete has been a task of no ordinary difficulty; it has brought up 
problems innumerable, the solution of which has involved much laborious research—as the result 
was meant to be a clear and competent presentation of the author in idiomatic English, and not 
merely a substitution of English words for Latin. Nor would I have ventured to appear as the 
English interpreter of the great Gilbert, ‘‘ father of the Magnetic philosophy,” but for the hearty 
encouragement and very material aid, in translating and otherwise, extended by many literary 
and scientific friends, amongst whom must be especially mentioned Mr. Joseph Fitzgerald, Mr. 
E. McMillan, Mr. Josepy Wetzler, Dr. Joseph V. Livingstone, Hon. Park Benjamin, and Prof. 
Alfred H. Mayer. 1 am likewise indebted to Prof. Chas. Sanders Pierce, to Mr. Latimer 
Clark, F.R.8., to Dr. Isaac H. Hall, and to Dr. Charlton T. Lewis for valuable suggestions as to 
the general treatment of the work ; and, in the word of the celebrated mathematician, Edward 
W right, I doubt not that our united efforts “ will find the heartiest approval among all 
intellectual men and children of the magnetic science.” 

“The year 1600,” observes the English historian Henry Hallam, “was the first in which 
England produced a remarkable work in Physical Science ; but this was one sufficient to raise a 
lasting reputation for its anthor. Gilbert, a physician, in his treatise on the Magnet, not only 
collected all the knowledge which others possessed on the subject, but became at once the 
father of experimental philosophy in this island ; and, by a singular felicity and acuteness of 
genius, the founder of theories, which have been revived after a lapse of ages, and are almost 
received into the creed of Science. . . . Gilbert was one of the earliest Copernicans—at least as 
to the rotation of the earth—and, with his usnal sagacity, inferred, before the invention of the 
telescope, that there are a multitude of fixed stars beyond the reach of our vision.’* 

While Dr. Whewell observes that “ Gilbert’s work contains all the fundamental facts of the 
science, so fully examined, indeed, that even at this day we have Tory little to add to them,” Dr. 
Thomas Thomson says that De Magnete “ is one of the finest examples of inductive philosophy 
that has ever been presented to the world.” Poggendorff, from whose “ Geschichte der 
Physik ” (page 286) this is extracted, calls Gilbert “ the Galileo of Magnetism.” By Dr. Priestley 
he was named “ the father of modern electricity.”

It is largely devoted to the 
expression of eulogies on the house of Douglas—“ the lineage of the Bleeding Heartand has 
therefore been supposed to embody a satire on the King, James II, who had slain Earl William, 
and with whom the Douglases were at feud.

The administration thus established was long maintained by the Confederates, 
not only in opposition to the Government at Dublin and to continuous hostile 
attacks from the English and Scotch settlers in Ireland, and those associated 
with them, but also against large military and naval forces despatched from 
England and Scotland.

The books which have been written on British Birds, fnona the first edition 
of Bewick in 1797, down to Saunders's Manual in 1889, are legion, but in very 
few of them are the eggs of British Birds illustrated. 

The first edition of Hewitson’s Oology was begun in 1831, and the last 
was finished in 1856. The plates were coloured by hand, and are most of them 
good ; but all three editions have long been out of print, and, indeed, much of 
the letterpress was out of date. 

Morris’s plates are poor, being apparently executed when the art of chromo¬ 
lithography was only in its infancy; and the letterpress is not much better 
than the plates. 

“ Seebohm’s History of British Birds” is enriched with chromolitho- 
graphic illustrations of the eggs ; but the letterpress alone tills three thick 
volumes, consequently the work is expensive; moreover, it will soon be oat of 
print. Furthermore, in the ten years which have elapsed since the plates were 
produced, the art of printing in colour has made great advancement. 

There are a few inexpensive books on the Eggs of British Birds, but they 
contain only figures of the eggs of birds which breed within the British 
Islands, and these by no means satisfy the wants of the egg collector. 

For one who is interested in birds there are a hundred persons who are 
interested in eggs. What the egg collector wants is a work in one volume, at 
a moderate price, with coloured illustrations of the egg of every British bird. 
But the fin-de-siecle egg collector is very exacting. To satisfy him the chromos 
must be as good as love and money can make them. The letterpress, too, must 
be up to date in every respect, and, withal, not bulky. Into less than a page 
devoted to each of the four hundred British birds must be condensed the 
following facts:— 

1. The extent of the breeding range. 

2. The date of the nesting season. 

3. The situation in which the nest is placed. 

4. The size and shape of the nest, and the materials of which it is composed. 

5. The number of the eggs. 

6. The variations of size and colour of the eggs. 

7. The way to distinguish them from the eggs which resemble them closely.
